Delmar Fadden, 23, Made the First 
January Ascent of Mount

tographs showed today that Delmar 
Fadden, 23 years old made the 
first January ascent of Mount 
Rainier before freezing to death on 
the descent. 

Three. prints from film _ rolls 
found when Fadden’s body was re- 
covered at the 13,000-foot level last 
Friday were viewed by Ome Dai- 
ber, mountaineer who led the 
searching party. 

“He made it!” Daiber exclaimed. 
“That's a picture of the crater. 
The two others were taken from 
high on the mountain, one prob- 
ably near the level where he died.” 

Daiber said he did not think Fad- 
den had stayed long at the 14,408 
foot summit.

SENATE REPUBLICANS

The Robinson reso- 
lution. . approved by President 
Roosevelt, authorizes the customary 
election-year inquiry into campaign 
expenditures. Robinson said it was 
designed to prevent “bad” practices 
in connection with presidential and 
senatorial elections.” 

Senator Hastings of Delaware, 
ranking Republican on the Elec- 
tions Committee, which is consid- 
ering the Robinson resolution, will 
offer the amendment. “If we are 
going to cure all evils,” he said, 
“we ought to include those that are 
most patent.” 4 

Some Senators contend that the 
‘Robinson resolution was already 
broad enough to cover inquiries 
into relief charges. Republicans, 
however, wanted the authority stat- 
ed so there could be no question 
about it. 

Ordinarily, in the past, the in- 
vestigating committee has confined 
itself chiefly to funds collected and 
spent by party organizations and 
candidates. In addition to the pro- 
posal to extend the inquiry into re- 
lief expenditures, there have been 
reports that the committee would 
look into the finances of the Ameri- 
can Liberty League and other or- 
ganizations. 

Robinson’s resolution would 
authorize the committee to investi- 
gate. not only campaign expendi- 
tures of candidates but also “the 
use of any other. means or influ- 
ence, including*the promise or use 
of patronage.” 

The committee could also inquire 
into other facts connected with 
campaign expenditures or the use 
of patronage “which would not only 
be of public interest but which 
would aid the Senate in enacting 
any remedial legislation or in de- 
ciding any contests which might be 
instituted.”

There is a bitter feud on between 
Bilbo—better kno as ““he Man” 
Bilbo, a nickname he gave himself 
—and Judge Holmes and the 
Judge’s sponsor, Senator Harrison, 
the other Mississippi member of 
the upper House. 

Judge Holmes gav. the testi- 
mony. While Bilbo was in jail, sen- 
tenced for contempt of court by 
Judge Holmes, then his friend, the 
Judge went to call on Bilbo and 
they had a friendly talk. 

“The Senator received me cordial- 
ly,” Judge Holmes related, “and 
stated that he just wanted to talk 
to me. He was very interesting, 
giving me an account of his pecan 
orchard, how ‘..e pecans are gath- 
ered in the fall by little Negroes; 
how he had to muzzle them while 
they were at work, search them 
after they had finished, as they 
would eat a pound a day and carry 
off anot.er in their pockets when 
they left: and pecans at that time 
were worth nearly a dollar a pound. 
Senator Bilbo talked and joked and 
only once mentioned his case and 
that was when I was ready to 
lave.”

HEARING ON SENTENCE

Ronald Rambo, 15, Pleads 
Guilty at Edwardsville in 
Killing of John C. Higgins, 


A hearing will be held at Ed- 
wardsville Monday morning by 
Circuit Judge D. H. Mudge to de- 
termine. the punishment to be im- 
posed on 15-year-old Ronald Ev- 
erett Rambo, who yesterday plead- 
ed guilty of the murder of John C. 
Higgins, Deputy County Treasur- 
er, in a burglary last Nov. 26. 

Young Rambo is expected to be a 
witness at the trial of his co-de- 
fendant, James Paul Jarrett, also 
15, which is scheduled to begin to- 


morrow. Both he and Jarrett have 
made confessions of participation 
in the murder of Higgins in a 
burglary of the Higgins home, but 
each insists the other fired the fa- 
tal shot. Jarrett has since repudi- 
ated his statement in its entirety. 

Maintaining a stolid mien, Ram- 
bo entered his plea in the presence 
and with the: consent of two law- 
yers appointed by the Court to de- 
fend him, The plea was entered 
after the youth had told the Court 
he knew the maximum punishment 
for the offense, death in the elec- 
tric chair, 

Present in court at the time was 
Verne Rambo, his foster father, 
who operates a small fruit farm 
near Edwardsville. After the boy 
had been returned to jail, the elder 
Rambo told reporters that he and 
his wife intended to move to the 
town nearest the State prison where 
their foster son will be sent, if that 
is the judgment of the court, so 
that they will be near him. They 
adopted the lad as a baby after 
their own son died. 

Higgins was murdered after he 
and his wife had been awakened 
by the cries of their 7-year-old 
daughter, Margie, whom one of the 
youths was beating, apparently in 
an attempt to still her cries when 
she awcke and found them in her 
room.

CONVENTION IN CITY 


Invalidation of AAA and Its 
Relation. to Business 
Discussed First Day. 


The American Retailers’ Associa- 
tion opened its twenty-fifth semi- 
annual convention yesterday at Ho- 
tel Statler. Nearly 1000 small retail 
merchants from many sections of 
the country have registered for the 
meeting, which will continue 
through Feb. 17. 

L. A. Sullivan, Grant, Neb., mem- 
ber of the Board of Directors of 
the association, reported that busi- 
ness conditions during 1935 in his 
territory had shown marked im- 
provement, and added, however, 
there was considerable concern in 
his State as a result of the United 
States Supreme Court’s decision de- 
claring the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act unconstitutional. 

At the beginning of the present 
administration, corn was selling for 
12 cents a bushel, he stated. The 
Government then established a flat 
price of 15 cents a bushel, on which 
it could carry loans on corn stored 
on the farm, he said, and the farm- 
ers profited by the move and im- 
provement in every line of business 
was shown. 

Says Farmer Still Needs Help. 

“The average farmer has un- 
bounded confidence in his govern- 


ment and a desire for constitution- 
‘al government, and since the AAA 
was declared unconstitutional he is 
willing to abide by the judgment of 
the Court,” Sullivan said. “How- 
lover, he feels the price of his prod- 
ucts is still below the cost of prod- 
ucts which he buys, and in order 
to maintain his purchasing power 
on a parity with other industries, 
he must still have help. 

-“At the moment the farmers do 
not know what the future holds for 
them. With the removal of the 
AAA payments, they are thrown 
back on their own resources. On 
the whole, the farmers are more 
confident; land prices are advanc- 
ing slowly, and the price of grain 
is more stabilized.” 

Martin Geiger, New Athens, II1., 
another director, also reported im- 
proved conditions during the last 
year, which he attributed to higher 
prices obtained by the farmers for 
their products. E. F. Meyers, 
Clearwater, Fla., said retail sales in 
his territory were about the same 
as last year. “In view of the fact 
that we lost half of our orange and 
grapefruit crop in the storm last 
fall, I think conditions are a little 
better to offset the loss and keep 
sales up to normal.”

A series of merchandise clinics 
were held last night, with speakers 
discussing problems of advertising, 
effective store arrangement, mer- 
chandising and personnel.

CHARLES B. WARREN, TWICE 
DENIED CABINET POST, DIES 


Rejected by Senate After Being 
Nominated; Wrote Most of 
Coolidge Platform in 1924. 

By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Feb. 4.—Charles 
Beecher Warren, an_ international 
lawyer, and a diplomat, and some 
times called a maker of Presidents, 
died of heart disease yesterday at 
the age of 65. 

His services to his country won 
him the Distinguished Service 
Medal. He was Ambassador to Ja- 
pan and Mexico, but was denied a 
Cabinet position, for which he 
twice was nominated. On both oc- 
casions that President Coolidge 
nominated him for Attorney-Gen- 
eral the Senate refused confirma- 
tion, because of his connection with 
sugar interests that then were un- 
der inquiry by the Federal Trade 
Commission. 

President Wilson decorated War- 
ren for his part in writing and ad- 
ministering the war-time draft law. 
For a time Warren was legal ad- 
viser to the American delegation at 
the Versailles Peace Conference. 

At 26 he was associate counsel 
for the United States in litigation 
with Great Britain over the Bering 
Sea claims. Fourteen years later 
he and Elihu Root represented the 
United States in North Atlantic 
fisheries arbitration. 

Warren was a powerful factor in 
Republican national conventions of 
1908, 1912, 1920 and 1924. From 1912 
until 1920, he was a member of the 
Republican National Committee. 
In 1912 he was chairman of a sub- 
committee that re-wrote the con- 
vention rules after the withdrawal 
of Theodore Roosevelt delegates. 
In 1924 he was chairman of the 
Resolutions Committee and wrote 
most of the platform on which Cal- 
vin Coolidge was elected President.

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CITY DEMOCRATIC 
FAGTIONS AGREE 
10 END STRIFE 


Move Comes After Confer- 
ences — Future Disputes 
to Be Submitted to Arbi- 
tration Board. 


For the first time since last June, 
the two principal rival factions in 
the local Democratic party were 
at peace today, following an an- 
nouncement late yesterday by Dr. 
R. Emmet Kane that the two fac- 
tions had reached an agreement on 
adjustment of their present differ- 
ences, and had agreed to submit 
future disputes to a board of arbi- 
tration. 

Dr. Kane's anmouncement was 
made to reporters after a three- 
hour conference at City Hall with 
Mayor Dickmann, Robert E. Han- 
negan, whose ouster as chairman of 
the Democratic City Committee led 
to the factional war, and Assessor 
Ralph Coale, recently appointed 
by the Mayor as chairman of a 
steering committee to look out for 
the Mayor’s political interests. 

Mayor Dickmann’s only comment 
on the situation yesterday was “It’s 
going to have to be a matter of 
give and take.” 

The Mayor told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that the agreement, 
as outlined by Dr. Kane, was not 
final as far as he was concerned, 
and would have to be ratified by 
the administration group at a meet- 
ing today. 

The arbitration board, Dr. Kane 
said, would consist of himself, 
former Circuit Judge Jesse Mc- 
Donald, one of Dickmann’s prin- 
cipal political advisers, and Marion 
C. Early, attorney and veteran 
Democratic leader, who has not 
been identified with either faction. 
Dr. Kane, too, has been neutral, in 
the fight, which, local Republicans 
were hoping, would cause a seri- 
ous split among Democrats in this 
year’s elections for various State 
and local offices and in the mayor- 
al election in April 1937. 

Series of Conferences. 

The agreement was reached, Dr. 
Kane said, after a series of confer- 
ences in recent weeks between lead- 
ers of the rival groups, principally 
the Mayor and William I. Igoe, 
president of the Board of Police 
Commissioners, who has been re- 
garded as the head of the anti-ad- 
ministration faction. 

The principal point agreed upon 
was that Dickmann will not be op- 
posed for renomination in the city 
primary in March next year. Jim- 
my Miller, Fourth Ward boss and 
a leader of the anti-Dickmann fac- 
tion in the City Committee, recent- 
ly suggested Circuit Attorney 
Franklin Miller and Congressman 
John J. Cochran as mayoral possi- 
bilities. 

The Mayor has agreed to restore 
control over party patronage in the

While the anti-administration fac- 
‘tion did not insist on the reinstate- 
ment of the 160 city employes who 
‘were dismissed because they had 
‘been recommended by anti-Dick- 
‘mann committee members, Dr. 
Kane said that some plan might be 
worked out for reinstatement of 
most of them in city jobs, even 
though in some cases it might not 
be possible to restore them to the 
same positions they held before 
their dismissal. 

The administration group has 
agreed that it will not sponsor Can~- 
didates for the Democratic City 
Committee to oppose present com- 
mittee members, heretofore re- 
garded as politically hostile. The 
Dickmann group had planned to 
enter administration candidates in 
every ward controlled by unfriend- 
‘ly committee members. Elections 
‘to the party committees will be 
| held in the primary election, Aug. 4. 

Thus, Dr. Kane, explained, the 
‘wards will be given home rule, as 
far as is practicable, with neither 
the Mayor’s group or the rival fac- 
tion interfering in purely ward af- 
| fairs. 

The rival factions have also 
agreed that the present officers of 
the Democratic City Committee, 
heretofore regarded as members of 
the anti-Dickmann faction, shall re- 
main in office. 

“High Class” Candidates. 

Tt was also agreed that Demo- 
crats would support only “high- 
class” candidates in this year’s and 
all future elections. Any candidate 
regarded as unqualified for the of- 
{fice he seeks would be rejected by 
the Arbitration Board, Dr. Kane 
said. 

The Board of Aldermen, which 
now consists of 17 anti-Dickmann 
and 12 pro-Dickmann members, will 
also be permitted to work out its 
own salvation, with no interference 
by any Democratic faction. There 
was no agreement reached to re- 
store the power of appointing. al- 
dermanic committees to President 
William I. Mason, a Dickmann 
Supporter.

LACLEDE GAS INCOME 
$73,000 NET IN 1930 


Figure Was $265,728 in 1934, 
Annual Report to Stock- 
holders Says. 


Net income of the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. for 1935 was $73,003, com- 
pared with $265,728 in 1934, accord- 
ing to the annual report to stock- 


holders issued today. 

The company’s operating revenue 
for 1935 was $6,845,344, an increase 
of $70,799 over 1934. Increases in 
operating expenses, taxes and other 
charges more than offset the gain 
in revenue. Out of total increased 
expenses of $221,597, the report at- 
tributed $40,400 to cost of natural 
gas, $40,000 tu taxes and $40,000 to 
wages. 

The extraordinary expense caused 
by the strike of the company’s 
maintenance employes last spring 


was charged against surplus. The 
report gives this expense as $334,- 
434 for “guarding plants and prop- 
erty, payments to service agencies, 
feeding and housing men at plants, 
etc.” 

No dividends were paid and the 
report noted: “The order of the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion authorizing the plan and offer 
made to holders of the 10-year 5% 
per cent gold notes provides that 
no dividends are to be paid on any 
class of stock without the approval 
of the commission.” 

The balance sheet includes an 
item of $51,333,923 as book value of 
plants and property and an item of 
$6,633,915 for “intangibles, going 
value, etc.” Total assets are listed 
at $63,334,653. The report notes, 
however, that this does not take 
into consideration the latest finding 
of the State Public Service Com- 
mission reducing to $39,000,000 the 
fair value of property used and use- 
ful in gas. service. The company 
has appealed this finding to the 
courts. 


WILL OF WOMAN IN GERMANY 
IS PROBATED IN ST. LOUIS 


Testament of Miss Babette Orth of 
Karlsruhe Disposes of Prop- 
erty in Missouri. 

The will of Miss Babette Orth of 
Karlsruhe, Germany, who died 
there in 1931, was admitted to pro- 
bate today by Probate Judge Glen- 
dy B. Arnold. It disposed of $38,- 
000 in property in Missouri which 
Miss Orth inherited from her broth- 
er, the late Dr. Carl Orth, physi-

Admission to probate constitutes 
recognition of the will as a valid 
document.

BILL TO ENABLE CONSUMERS 
TO SUE FOR PROCESSING TAXES 


Senator Benson, Minnesota, Criti- 
cises Return of Impounded 
Funds to Processors. 

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 4. — As- 
serting the judicial system of the 
United States “perverted justice” 
by permitting processc.s to recover 
taxes paid under the invalidated 
Agricultural Adjustment Act, Sen- 
ator Benson (Farmer-Labor), Min- 


nesota proposed legislation yester- 
day that would enable consumers 
to collect their share of these taxes. 

He introduced a bill which would, 
in effect, require the Federal courts 
to entertain suits of consumers and 
farmers for the recovery of process- 
ing taxes which, he said, had been 
actually borne by them. 

The bill also would permit 
processors to turn over tu the Dis- 
trict courts impounded taxes paid 
back to them and leave to the 
courts the task of distributing the 
money to “the persons entitled to 
them.” In this way the processors 
could avoids suits.

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SALES TAX EXEMPTION 
FOR STATE PURCHASES 


In Test Case Missouri Supreme 
Court Rules Payment Is 
Not Required. 


> 
By the Jefferson City Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 4.—De- 
partments of the State government 
are not required to pay the State 
sales tax of 1 per cent on sales of 
tangible personal property and cer- 
tain services, the Missouri Supreme 
Court en banc ruled today. 

The decision, unanimous, was in 
a friendly test case instituted by 
the Missouri Portland Cement Co. 
of St. Louis to determine if the 
State Highway Department was re- 
quired to pay the sales tax on a pur- 
chase of 40 tons of sand, for $18, 
for road construction purposes. 
While the test case primarily _in- 
volved the question of whether the 
sales tax must be paid on purchases 
of highway materials, the effect of 
the ruling is to exempt all State 
departments from payment of the 
sales tax on their purchases. 

$500,000 in Accounts Tied Up. 

Payment of about $500,000 in ac- 
counts has been held up by State 
Auditor Forrest Smith, against 
whom the test case was directed, 
pending a court decision on whether 
the State was subject to payment 
of the tax. Attorney-General Mc- 
Kittrick previously had held that 
the State was not subject to pay- 
ment of the 1 per cent tax. 

Judge C. A. Leedy Jr., who wrote 
the Supreme Court opinion, held 
the tax clearly was an excise tax, 
and not a property tax. He held 
the tax law was valid, in overrul- 
ing attacks on its constitutionality. 

“Undoubtedly it was within the 
power of the Legislature to make 
the tax applicable to the State and 
its agencies,” Judge Leedy said. 
“But the theory underlying the pre- 
sumption that property belonging 
to the State is not taxable, i. e., that 
such taxation would merely be tak-

SUPREME COURT TO REVIEW 
KANSAS CITY LIVESTOCK RATES 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Fifty 
commission firms and individuals 
operating at the Kansas City stock- 
yards were granted a Supreme 
Court review Monday of their pro- 
test against an order by Secretary 
Wallace reducing service fees for 
handling livestock. 

The court agreed to review a rul- 
ing handed down June 15, 1935, by 
a three-judge Federal District 
Court, upholding the order under 
authority of the Packers and Stock- 
yards Act of 1921. 

The operators contended they 
were denied full and complete hear- 
ings prior to the order June 14, 
1933. It held rates. existing then 
were unjust and unreasonable and 
fixed a lower maximum. The Su- 
preme Court previously had grant- 
ed reviews on similar protests in- 
volving the St. Joseph (Mo.) Stock- 
yards Co. and operators in Union 
Stockyards at Chicago.

MONG the*young ball players 

who broke into the majors 
last year, none seems better 
equipped for a rush to high hon- 
ors than Terry Moore, the fleet- 
footed Memphis-St. Louis boy, 
who became the Cardinals’ regu- 
lar center-fielder last season.

Why Cleaning Prices Are Unstable. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

EING a cleaner, I am constantly 

asked these questions: “Why do 
cleaning prices always jump up and 
down?” “Why don’t they get together 
on a fair price?” With your kind per- 
mission, I’d like to explain briefly just 
why ‘the cleaning industry is always 
more or less in a turmoil. 

Frankly, it is simply because there is 
prevalent in the industry an element who, 
either because of inability or unwilling- 
ness to compete on an equal basis with 
other cleaners, are constantly cutting 
their prices below those of reputable con- 
cerns. For example, here is a concern 
—call them the X Cleaners—who have 
built up a volume of business entirely 
through a price appeal. Their work is 
quite mediocre, if not downright bad, 
and they naturally depend entirely upon 
being able to sell their services at a fig- 
ure lower than do most cleaners. How 
do they do this? By cutting out such 
overhead items as customers’ garment 
insurance; by using inferior chemicals; 
by exploiting their own employes, mak- 
ing them work long hours at pitiful 
wages and by a speed-up system which 
gets work out at a much faster rate than 
is either safe or advisable. 

Naturally, then, any attempts to get 
this sort of firm into line, for the good 
of the industry itself, and for the protec- 
tion of the public, are utterly hopeless. As 
long ag there are no legal measures to 
stop it, it goes on day after day, turning 
out an inferior grade of dry cleaning, 
failing to make good on _ customers’ 
claims, and in general lessening the re- 
spect of an entire community for an in- 
dustry which should rightfully be among 
the leaders. 

That, my dear public, is just a brief 
resume of some of the reasons why clean- 
ing prices are always, as you say, “jump- 


ing up and down!”

Fine Way to Start a War.

T intervals there have appeared in this 

column letters advocating that the 
Government “do something” about the 
persecution of Mexican Catholics. It is 
presumed that the “do something” would 
take the form of an official governmental 
protest rather than armed intervention. 

Like the man who said, “If a 100 per 

cent American hates Jews, Catholics and 
Negroes, then I am 200 per cent Ameri- 
can; I hate everybody,” let’s not be half- 
hearted about it.

ALIENS AND THE KERR BILL. 


No one who reads the newspapers can be ignorant 
of the tragically absurd operation of our immigration 
laws. Here are two typical examples: No. 1, a man 
who for one reason or another has never applied for 
citizenship takes a brief trip to Canada. He has 
lived in the United States for 50 years. He is a good 
citizen. He supports a large family. Because the 
trip across the border reveals his lack of qualifica- 
tion to re-enter the country, he must be deported to 
the land he left a half-century ago. No. 2, another 
alien, a vicious, depraved criminal type, has been in 
this country 27 years, 10 of them behind bars. He 
is immune from deportation. 

Just why Congress has failed to correct the situa- 
tion is a mystery whose solution evades us. At this 
session, it will have an opportunity to repair its 
neglect. A bill to that end sponsored by Represent- 
ative Kerr of North Carolina is now pending, and 
was discussed at length in an article in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. The Kerr bill has won the majority 
support of the House Immigration Committee. It has 
the active support of Daniel W. MacCormack, Com- 
missioner of the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service of the Department of Labor, who is an au- 
thority on the subject. 

Commissioner MacCormack some years ago made 
a study of 700 individual cases to buttress his ar- 
gument for a revision of the law. Of these, 235 were 
criminal aliens, including our hero of the first para- 
graph and another man against whom there are 23 
convictions. The law permits all these men to stay 
in the United States and enjoy their criminal ca- 
reers. The remainder, 465, were good citizens sub- 
ject to deportation for some trivial cause or an- 
other. If they were shipped out, they would leave 
987 dependents, many of whom would become 
charges of the communities in which they live. 

The Kerr bill would kill two birds with one stone: 
it would make it possible to deport criminal aliens 
and it would permit the Department of Labor limited 
discretion in “certain clearly defined deportable 
cases in which the extreme hardship to individuals, 
often including American-born wives and children, 
is not justified or compensated by any corresponding 
public advantage.” 

At present, the law does not permit deportation 
for convictions not involving moral turpitude, If a 
police officer seizes an alien gangster armed with a 
machine gun on his way to commit a murder, the 
gangster cannot be deported because carrying a ma- 
chine gun, in the eyes of the law, is not moral 
turpitude. But let an alien steal a doll the day be- 
fore Christmas to take home to his little daughter 
and he can be sent back to Greece or Italy or Sweden 
as having been guilty of a crime which, in the law's 
view, involves moral turpitude. 

If the Kerr bill passes, it is estimated by Mr. Mac- 
Cormack that the United States can rid itself. of 
30,000 alien gangsters, racketeers and hoodlums now 
preying upon us. Again, if the Kerr bill passes, 
many persons of the type considered most desirable 
for American citizenship will escape being sent back 


‘to the countries of their origin for no gvod reason. 


Here is what the House committee has to say: 


Under the present law, husbands are torn from 
their wives, wives from their husbands and chil- 
dren from their parents. In many instances, the 
father is deported to one country, the mother to 
a second and the children to a third. In many 
others, the parents are deported and the chil- 
dren who were born in the United States must 
be left behind to become public charges upon 
this Government, 

But why labor the point? It is sufficient to tell 
what present conditions are to point the imperative 
need for new legislation on this subject,

For many years the United States has sent mis- 
sionaries to the Orient to convert the heathen over 
there.

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GREEK WHIRLIGIG. 

The course of events in Greece within the last 
year has been fast ang furious and productive of 
sweeping changes. The nation has junked its Re- 
public and recalled the exiled King George II, Form- 
er Premier Venizelos led a revolt in support of the 
Republic last March, was defeated and left Greece 
vowing never to return. On Jan. 26, his party was 
victorious at the polls, on a platform of “tolerating” 
the monarchy, and his return to the helm is immi- 
nent. Gen. Kondylis, who engineered the revival of 
monarchy, was expected to be the power behind the 
throne and perhaps to set up a Fascist dictatorship. 
He was removed from power by the King and last 
Friday his turbulent career ended in sudden death. 

The series of events may be interpreted fairly as 
indicating the return of Greece to tranquillity and 
democracy. King George has proved to be his own 
master, and to have the wisdom to forgive his 
enemies, as when he’ granted amnesty to 1158 poli- 
tical prisoners and. refugees, including Venizelos. 
Kondylis was an able soldier and a patriot, but in his 
final days he was a threat to the stability of gov- 
ernment. He had threatened to use force to prevent 
the return of the Venizelists to office. 

There are many heartening factors in recent Greek 
history. Venizelos failed when he sought to pre- 
serve democracy by violence, but his policies were 
adopted when presented to the voters in a fair elec- 
tion. King George, recalled by a plebiscite dictated 
by force, caused the latest elections to be honest and 
orderly. The democratic process has another victory 
to its credit in King George’s avowal of adherence 
to parliamentary rule as against dictatorship, and 
his steps to keep the pledge. Greece gives promise 
of new enlightenment in governmental affairs, there- 
by affording an example to other nations where force 
still rules. 
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NAVAL POKER GAME. 

Naval diplomacy is a poker game from which the 
betting limit was removed when Japan abrogated 
the limitation treaties. The pending four-Power 
agreement for exchanging data on naval building is 
equivalent to no more than a requirement that 
all bets at the gaming table be made in an audible 
tone of voice. One player, Japan, has quit the 
game and gone home, but keeps his cards and will 
be back for the showdown, for he has let it be 
understood that he is calling all bets. So the game 
will go on, with raises coming regularly as the 
play goes round the table, and the chips in the pot, 
furnished by the taxpayers at home, steadily increas- 
ing in number. Similar happenings have been re- 
corded in humbler circles. A friendly session of 
penny ante has often developed into a sky’s-the-limit

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MR. BARRETT’S CANDIDACY. 

Jesse W. Barrett’s long-expected decision to enter 
the race for the Republican nomination for Governor 
has at last been made. Mr. Barrett, a former 
Attorney-General of Missouri, is an able man and 
a highly-respected citizen. He is very well known 
over Missouri and will command not only organiza- 
tion support, but a large independent following. 

Mr. Barrett’s statement is a pithy and concise 
one. He classes the Pendergast machine as “only 
a temporary phenomenon” resting upon a triple 
alliance of special interest, the criminal underworld 
and political spoilsmen. “Its viciousness,” says he, 
“has not been overstated, but we have foolishly over- 
rated its strength.” Mr. Barrett obviously suffers 
from no inferiority complex. The remainder of his 
statement is a well-phrased and sensible outline of 
the kind of government we should have in Missouri. 

He is the fourth Republican to enter the race, the 
others being former Lieutenant-Governor Edward H. 
Winter, James J. Barrett of St. Louis, a former pri- 
vate detective, who was the Republican nominee for 
Lieutenant-Governor in 1932, and Claude Le Roy 
Lambert of Kansas City. It was charged at the time 
that James J. Barrett, a political nonentity, profited 
from the similarity of his name to that of Jesse W. 
Barrett. 

Like Mr. Winter and William Hirth, who is con- 
testing the Democratic nomination with Lloyd 
Stark, Jesse W. Barrett has singled out the boss rule 
of Tom Pendergast as the major issue. Mr. Stark’s 
candidacy has been openly indorsed by Pendergast. 
If Mr. Hirth should win the Democratic nomination, 
the Pendergast issue will be eliminated in the elec- 
tion. If he is defeated, the chances are that many anti- 
boss Democrats will cross party lines in November. 

In any case, in the caliber of the men who have 
entered and the great importance of the boss rile 
issue, the coming gubernatorial campaign will be 
one of the most interesting that has ever been 
fought in Missouri.

THREE UNANIMOUS DECISIONS. 

In a unanimous decision—and the unanimity {s 
worth emphasizing since there are those who would 
give the impression that its rulings are conimonly 
by narrow margins—the United States Supreme 
Court yesterday held that a state may tax bank stock 
even though the stock is owned by a Federal agency. 

The case arose from a tax levied by the State of 
Maryland on $1,000,000 worth of preferred stock of 
a national bank in Baltimore. The argument of the 
Federal Government, opposing the tax, was that the 
service of the RFC was of a public character and 
so different from the service of the bank itself. 
this Justice Cardozo, who spoke for the united court, 
replied in the picturesquely clear utterance 
characterizes his opinions. ‘The suggestion,” he said, 
“has its force, but force inadequate, we think, 
carry to the goal.” Laymen will see the issue in 
the same light. Bank stock is bank stock and subject 
to the reasonable impositions and requirements of a 
state, regardless of the holder. 

Three other decisions of the court, handed down 
yesterday, are worth noting. In another unanimous 
decision, the high bench sustained the view that 
the Cochran kidnaping law covers the kidnaping of 
an officer to escape apprehension, Justice McReyn- 
olds, who delivered the opinion, held that the intent 
of Congress was to prevent movement from one 
state to another of kidnaped persons, There can 
be no question that this was the case and that the 
forced removal of police officers from Texas to 
Oklahoma was a violation within the law. In still 
another unanimous decision, read by Justice Roberts, 
the court threw out a Louisiana statute—passed 
when Huey Long’s word was law in his State— 
which made retroactive changes in paying off with- 
drawing building and loan association members. 

The leading divided decision of the day was the 
6-to-3 ruling that North Dakota had failed to take 
due notice of depressed conditions in that it did 
not reduce railroad taxes. Justices Butler, Van 
Devanter, McReynolds and Roberts and Chief Justice 
Hughes comprised the majority which held that the 
Great Northern Railway need not pay the State 
$1,500,000 in 1933 taxes. Justice Stone, speaking as 
well for Justices Brandeis and Cardozo, dissented in 
words strongly recalling the dissent of the same 
three in the AAA case. 

As opinion days go, a busy Monday in the Su- 
preme Court. But with no decision in the TVA suit, 
interest in the court’s work lags somewhat. That, 
however, is only another way of saying that the 
country is tremendously interested in the outcome 
in that important case. Until we hear from TVA, 
other decisions of the court will attract less than 
their due of notice. 
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TEN HATS IN ONE RING. 

The entry of former United States District At- 
torney Walter M. Provine of Taylorville into the Re- 
publican race for Governor of Illinois brings to an 
even 10 the number of candidates seeking to head 
the State party ticket. Prior to Mr. Provine’s an- 
nouncement, hats had been thrown into the April 
primary ring by State Senator Earl B. Searcy of 
Springfield, former Attorney-General Oscar E. Carl- 
strom of Aledo, former Lieutenant-Governor John G. 
Oglesby of Elkhart, C. Wayland Brooks of Chicago, 
George W. Dowell of Du Quoin, University of Illinois 
Trustee George A. Barr of Joliet, J. Paul Kuhn of 
Batayia, H. Wallace Caldwell of Chicago and former 
Gov.

sonnel. By executive order or by legisia- 
tive enactment, many of the New Deal 
agencies were exempted from civil service 
regulations. The recent application of the 
merit system to certain emergency activities 
that have become permanent—Farm Credit, 
Securities Exchange Commission, Social 
Security Board and so on — cuts only a 
strand of the patronage dragnet. 

That 200,000 newcomers to the Federal 
service have been exempt from civil service 
in the past three years has alarmed critics 
of bureaucracy. Some critics ‘vould have 
been equally alarmed if these newcomers 
had been recruited through regular pro- 
cedure and thereby given a semblance of 
permanence, Yet without permanence, there 
can be no effective performance of govern- 
ment’s continuous and complex jobs. 

Last September, there were 794,467 people 
on Uncle Sam’s payroll—not counting sail- 
ors, soldiers, marines, CCC boys, Judges, 
Congressmen, unemployed on WPA and 
workers on PWA. They were there because 
groups, industries, communities demanded a 
job done that they could not or would not 
do for themselves. In an emergency such 
as the depression, the national Government 
had to expand its functions and its payroll 
as prostrate local communities failed to 
meet the needs of a large proportion of théir 
citizens.

It is the positions exempt from civil serv- 
ice that have drawn the most criticism. It 
would doubtless have been a serious error to 
erect a permanent relief organization early 
in the New Deal.

Although the pay to clerical and manipu- 
lative workers is a little better than that 
paid by business, in the higher grades the 
Government has never competed with busi- 
ness.

Obviously, 
ligible percentage of the students in the 35 
colleges that now offer special courses in 
government will ever have an opportunity to 
“make good.” The supply will tend to over- 
run the demand. 

No amount of training—or competence or 
character — on the part of a prospective 
careerist in Federal administration can 
eliminate certain conditions which confront 
him within the service. Political patronage 
is the largest immediate hurdle. Politics 
in the service is not partisan, but personal. 
Internal shake-ups are just as drastic and 
alarming when a Cabinet member is re- 
placed within an administration as when an 
election changes party lineup. 

Beyond the evil of patronage lies the en- 
tire problem of overlapping bureaus and 
divisions, obsolete activities and wasteful 
blind alleys. These can be corrected only 
by the combined boldness of President and 
Congress. A Colonel can no more close 
down an unnecessary little army post than 
a civil servant can close up a bureau when 
its work is.done. The old established 
agencies of the Government, as well as the 
new corporations, commissions and emer- 
gency auxiliaries, are in need of revision. 
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The boomerang of the spoils system may 
yet prove to be a force greater than any 
idealism in improving the public service. To 
Congressmen, patronage has become a head- 
ache. “You make a hundred enemies for 
every ingrate that’s appointed through your 
efforts.” In this session, as Congress con- 
siders various civil service bills, each backed 
by a host of impartial civic groups, the pat- 
ronage issue promises to be a lively one. 

The Federal system sets an example to 
local government. Government is now the 
largest activity in the United States. Fed- 
eral, state and local units employ 3,500,000 
people, or about one out of every 10 of the 
working population. Citizens of the 39 
states and hundreds of towns and counties 
without a merit system of any kind who 
criticise patronage in Washington should 
not neglect to look close home. 

Patronage cannot be eradicated by reform 
in Washington alone. Upon the development 
of a career service adequate to operate the 
complex machinery of our entire system of 
government depends our escape from future 
repetitions of chaos. If we remove all pat- 
ronage, yet continue to recruit public serv- 
ants into pigeonholes instead of onto career 
ladders, we shall have pigeonhole govern- 
ment instead of the organic and competent 
administration that modern life, with its 
tremendous problems, demands. 

As Sir Josiah Stamp remarked after a 
recent visit to America, “One cannot safely 
legislate beyond the capacity of experienced 
administration to execute.” If we can con- 
solidate the gains in experience during these 
years of depression and learn from our er- 
rors as well as our achievements, we can 
eventually have a stronger tradition of cap- 
able and enterprising public service. The 
present wide interest in that ideal is intel- 
ligently nonpartisan. The existing person- 
nel of the permanent service is, on the 
whole, not an unpromising foundation upon 
which to build it, 
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What Inflation Means 
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an Address by Dr. Neil Carothery 
Economist, of Lehigh University. 
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HE first consequence of inflation is 6 
rapid and feverish rise of prices, ia 
in raw materials, in retail goods. 


This rise of prices is always far ahead of | 


the wages and salaries of the great mass 
of people. 
cost of living. This is a practical thing, 
There is no theory about it. It falla most 
heavily on the wage-earner, the smal)-sale 
aried man, the man or woman on a amall 
income. It means that the children of th 
poor have a little less to eat, that houses a 

a little colder in the winter, that father does 
not get a new overcoat. 

As inflation progresses, it eats into sav 
ings accounts. Even a.small inflation will 
take away all the interest on savings and 
then cut pieces off the account itself, faster 
than the owner can add to it. As it moves 
on, inflation reduces the value of all fixed 
incomes, from bonds, building and loan 
shares, preferred stock and life insuranc 
policies, 
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Slowly but surely, it eats away the living 
of the widow and orphan, takes boys out of 
school and college, sends old people out te 
hunt work or charity and destroys the life 
long accumulations of thrifty and hard- 
working people. It destroys universities and 
hospitals, charities and pension systems, 
wills and inheritances. 

In the final stages of a ruinous inflation, 
a nation’s trade is destroyed, its industries 
paralyzed, its capital eaten out. A merchant 
will sell all his. goods at a handsome profit 
week after week, only to find himself banke 
rupt at the end. A workman will labor all 
week and find on Saturday that his wages 
have been going down every day. 

There is a popular notion that inflation 
hurts the rich but not the poor. Inflation 
hurts everybody, rich and poor. But it falls 
most heavily on the wage-earner, on the lit. 
tle fellow. In Germany, inflation drove the 
plain people to black bread and pape 
clothes, but it also destroyed the prosperous 
classes. No class can escape, unless it be a 
very small class of manipulators and gam 
blers. 

There is another idea that inflation pro 
motes prosperity in business. What it pro- 
motes is speculation, waste and reckless in- 
vestments in business, which always end ia 
later collapse.

This is not economic theory, but grim 
fact, demonstrated by history hundreds of»! 
times. There is no important nation on th 
globe that has not suffered bitter hardship 
from inflation. It prostrated practically all 
the important countries of Europe after the 
World War. But it was an old story in his 
tory long before that. 

George Washington, who was a rich man, 
and his soldiers, who were poor men, suf- 
fered alike from inflation even before there 
was a United States. Time after time, the 
countries of Latin America have been 
scourged by inflation. 

Throughout history, inflation has bees 
practically always a misery growing out of 
the emergency of war, as 4n the United 
States in Civil War times. Very rarely has 
a nation deliberately adopted an inflation 
policy in time of peace. There were two

BLANTON ASSAILS WPA RULING 


Wants Persons Who Are Not On 
Relief to Have Jobs. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—A WPA 
ruling that no jobs would be given 
to persons who had not been on re- 
lief before, was assailed by Con- 
gressman Blanton (Dem.), Texas, 
yesterday. “When we passed the

“Busy?” he responded, flashing 


his friendly smile. “I’ve never been 
so busy in my life.

Then a moment fafer he went on: 
“But I do miss riding more than I 
can say. It’s the one really thrilling 
exercise that I’ve ever found.

So it was that the Prince truly 
came of age. One might say that 
a new Prince was born. 

For one thing he was to emerge 
as the Master Salesman of Britain. 

He had been in every corner of 
the world. He knew the true con- 
ditions. With his own eyes he had 
seen the United States and a des- 
perately serious Germany and a 
keen and ambitious Japan slowly 
crowd out and replace Britain 
in the markets of the world. 

Toward the end of 1930, in a 
radio speech at the Guildhall to 
the Incorporated Sales Managers 
Association, he showed what a 
practical, hard-headed yet imag- 
inative business man he really 
was. His rather high-pitched voice 
ringing with sincerity, he _ said: 
“Here, in this Guildhall, my fath- 
er a generation ago besought En- 
gland to Wake Up! I appeal again 
to the leaders of British trade to 
WAKE UP thoroughly—to consid- 
er fully—to act decisively!” 

About this time a delegation 
from the British Chamber of Com- 
merce in Buenos Aires came to 
London and asked the Prince if 
he would serve as Patron of the 
British Trade Exposition that they 
were to open in the Argentine. 
The Prince readily agreed. 

A few days later the committee 
decided that it was only right that 
the Prince should have the final 
say on who should formally open 
the exposition. A- single member 
was chosen to call on the Prince 
and request that he make the 
choice from a list of three names 
presented. 

For several minutes the Prince 
walked up and down his study in 
deep thought. Then he turned to 
his visitor. 

“I want to ask a question and 
I want a straight answer,” he be- 
gan. “Suppose I went over and 
opened your exposition myself, 
would it help the British workmen 
over here? Would it help trade 
and result in more employment?” 

The visitor stammered out that 
it would do an immeasurable 
amount of good. 


“Very well,” the Prince con- 
cluded. “Go back and tell your 
committee that if they approve Il 
will gladly do so.” 


Learned Spanish. 


ND the Prince made good his 
A promise. At the formal open- 

ing of the great Trade Exposi- 
tion he spoke first in English and 
then in Spanish. For months be- 
fore leaving England he had stud- 
ied the official language of most 
of South America. The trip was 
work, but now and again he edged 
in an exciting day of air travel or 
a bit of sport. Outside of Sao 
Paulo, Brazil, he took part in a 
wild-pig hunt in a tropical forest.

The Duchy raises, mines, manu- 
factures and sells varied items and 
rents both farm lands and city 
houses. It is entirely the personal 
property of the Prince of Wales— 
now King Edward—but it is 
handled much as any great busi- 
ness would be. Important mat- 
ters are passed on by the Duchy 


Council that meets regularly. 


This Council consists of nine 
members with the Prince of Wales | 
as chairman, but the active man- 
agement is in the hands of the Sec- 
retary to the Duchy, who for some 
years past has been the able and 
energetic Major Hilgrove McCor- 
mick. But the King, while Prince 
of Wales, eagerly followed every de- 
tail in the running of his 137,000 
acres of land and city property— 
with its 120,000 farm tenants and 


town dwellers. 


The total gross income from all 
his properties is $1,600,000 annually. |

each year.
